AFTER HEARING arguments,

“The report w’on’t be conclu­ 
sive,” Angley explained, “but it 
will be sufficient to use as a base 
for a bond issue.

Reseating themselves, the trus­ 
tees gave the matter considera­ 
tion and decided to take bids on 
a building, if it didn’t cost any­ 
thing to get bids. Wright was ap­ 
pointed to do the windowshop­ 
ping.

WEBER FELT THAT there 
was no need to remodel police 
quarters in the hall if, in time, 
the necessity of a new station is 


a certainty. This, of course, was 
not a new’ idea. Those supporting 
the construction of a new hall 
had used this argument all along. 


Besides the dropping of about 
half of the municipal buildings* 
initial allotment, little else was 
done to the $1.6 million ordinance. 
Water and sewer fund was cut 


$19,405, but the fire department, 
street department, and engineer 
funds were increased by compari- 
tively small amounts. 
Result was a $16,000 cut from 
the original ordinance figure of 
$1,664,301. How’ever the final sum 
is still considerably above last 
year’s budget, which was less 
than $1 million. 


Dutch Elm Talk 
Slated Tuesday 


A leading Illinois authority on Dutch elm disease will 
speak in Arlington Heights Tuesday. 
Dr. Richard J. Campana, assistant plant pathologist 
of the Illinois Natural History survey, will advise the 
northwest suburbs on how to combat the blight which 
threatens elms in every area community. He will speak in 
the gymnasium of Arlington 
high school at 8 p.m. 
His appearance will be 
sponsored by the Arling­ 
ton Heights Lions club. The 
club urged residents and vil­ 
lage officials of all northw’est 
area communities to attend the 
meeting. 
During the past month there 
has been a huge increase in the 
amount of Dutch elm disease in 
the north and west suburbs. The 
number of confirmed cases in Ar­ 
lington Heights is almost double 
last year’s eight cases and speci­ 
mens from 84 suspected trees 
were sent to the testing labora­ 
tory of the Natural History sur­ 
vey last week. 


HOFFMAN 
ESTATES

month discovered its first cases 
of the blight and nurseymen have 
found diseased trees in Prospect 
Heights, both communities which 
had not previously reported any 
cases of the infection. 
Palatine, Mount Prospect and 
Arlington Heights have reported 
cases of the disease since 1956 
and have had preventive pro­ 
grams in effect for two years.

The State rd. lot, of course, 
hasn’t been given a chance yet, 
and W right expects it to “ boom,” 
thanks to the nickel meters. 
Support of the downtown park­ 
ing has come from street meters

In his letter, Mr. Dougan exhorted voters to okay 
the purchase of 106 acres for two additional high school 
sites at the special election Saturday, Aug. 9. 


Paddock Publications endorses his request. 


A study of the population growth in the school 
district — and its effect on future high school en­ 
rollment — was completed six months ago by Drs. 
Jack Childress and Frank Endicott of Northwestern 
university’s school of education. 


Based on the rate of growth from 1950 to 1957, the 
study predicted some 10,000 high school students within 
the district by 1966. Projected even farther, the pair 
forsee an eventual enrollment of between 15,000 and 
20,000 students. 


Enrollment in the present schools, Arlington 
Heights high and Prospect high, will be approximately 
3.425 for the coming school year, compared with only 
1,275 just four years ago. 


By 1961 the capacities of the two schools will 
be reached, based on a maximum of 2,500 students 
each. Within the past year, there were 2,268 grade- 
schoolers registered in the district, indicating a 
freshman class eight years from now of over 2,500. 


The location of the 106 acres, actually two sites, 
coincides with the established growth pattern of the dis­ 
trict. Forty acres are on Goebbert rd. between Algon­ 
quin and Golf rds., and 66 acres are on the south side 
of Hintz rd. a quarter-mile west of Wolf rd., immediate­ 
ly south of Wheeling. 


The former location will serve the burgeoning vil­ 
lage of Elk Grove, and the latter, the rapidly expanding 
Wheeling area. 


Voters may ask themselves, “Why now?” Aside 
from the obvious need for additional schoolrooms in 
coming years, there are two other factors requiring 
immediate acquisition of the new* sites—availability 
and cost. 


The first one. availability, is equally obvious. The 
expansion within the district shows, month by month, 
fewer sites available for suitable school construction. 


The second is economically linked to the first by the 
consequences of supply and demand. As private home 
developers and industry move in, land values go up. 


Seven years ago the school board bought land for 
Prospect high at $1,100 an acre. Today, the school board 
will pay $3,000 and $3,500 an acre for the present sites. 


Other school districts find themselves caught in the 
same dollar-squeeze. Lyons Township high school, La 
Grange, bought land seven years ago for $2,000 an acre. 
Now, adjacent land is valued at $6,000. 


Maine Township paid $900,000 for two sites, and 
voters in New Trier district were asked to approve a 1- 
million-dollar purchase of a square block adjacent to 
their school. 


To avoid these high costs, voters are asked to en­ 
dorse their school board’s request for a bond issue of 
$359,000 on Aug. 9. 


According to School Supt. H. L. Slichenmyer, 
the tax increase to pay off the bonds will have a 
negligible effect on the individual taxpayer. A home 
assessed for $10,000, with an actual value of about 
$25,000, would be taxed only $1.88. 


To uphold the general excellence of our schools, and 
to provide our children with the kind of education they 
deserve, we heartily recommend all residents of high 
school district 214 to support the school board's request.

S t u a r t R. Paddock,

Follow ing is the text of 
his remarks to the troops: 
I am happy to be here this 
morning. It is not often that an 
editor can rub shoulders with 
arm y brass Neither is it often 
that an editor has an opportu­ 
nity to talk out loud- usually he 
uses a typewriter and the print­ 
ed page. It is the first time I 
have had an opportunity to talk 
to men in uniform, many 
of 
whom are from my home com­ 
munity. 
As I stand here before you, 
I recall the last time that I 
had a direct contact with the

at 
Camp Ripley, Minn., six years 
ago. When I arrived in camp, I 
found a tent was waiting for 
my individual use. My name 
was on the sign and I tempor­ 
arily had visions of meriting a 
salute until a brother news­ 
paperman told me we were 
lucky to have a corporal rating, 
but we would not be required 
to wash our plates. 
I wore OD's, rode in a jeep 
over the roughest of roads as 
we visited the ranges. We went 
up and down as much as we 
went forward. When we return­ 
ed to camp we were told we had 
passed through basic training 
provided 
for 
newspapermen. 
General McBride assured us if 
we returned the next year he 
would place a helicopter at our 
disposal.

AT THAT TIME, the Nation­ 
al Guard was concerning itself 
chiefly with the firing of 20, 
40 and 90 millimeter guns. Air 
missiles were not thought of by 
the average citizen. The week­ 
end warriors at that time had 
no thought that the time would 
come when their training would 
include the firing of guided 
missiles at supersonic speed to 
heights which 
at that time 
were unattainable by winged 
aircraft, and they would be 
trained to direct missiles to 
reach a pre-determined target 
6,000 miles distant. 
Outward display of loyalty 
to cour.try was much in evi­ 
dence in the past generation. 
Observance of Memorial Day 
and July 4th were all-day af­ 
fairs before the automobile be­ 
came the family mode of trans­ 
portation. 
I was brought up under that 
atmosphere. My mother told 
her children stories of the Civil 
War. I remember my fear when 
Sitting Bull went on a rampage 
in the 1880’s and I thought that 
the Indians would invade Illi­ 
nois.

I WAS IN MY teens when 
the Maine was blown up in 
Havana harbor. I recall the 
great rejoicing and headlines 
when Dewey defeated the Span­ 
iards at Manila. 


Tn those days we had red- 
bliKxied observance of July 4th. 
You citizen-soldiers never had 
the thrill to celebrate your 
country’s birthday as did my 
generation; waking up at 4 
a m. on the 4th, going down­ 
stairs 
in 
our stocking feet, 
gathering at the old muzzle 
loading cannon with a few* bags 
of black gunpowder, wadding 
it down with wet paper, setting 
off the fuse, and holding our 
hands to our ears as the home­ 
made blast w'oke up the town. 
Or, we prevailed upon the vil­ 
lage smithy to loan his anvil 
for the same purpose. At night 
we went to bed with our burn­ 
ed fingers and blackened face. 
We told our elders we were 
just being patriotic. 
Has the contraband on noise­ 
makers today diminished our 
patriotism, or do we think we 
are doing our full duty to Uncle 
Sam 
by paying our income 
tax ?

IN 1916 THE National Guard 
took a big part in the so-called 
Mexican Border incident. When 
an insurrection broke out in 
Mexico and Villa threatened 
our interests, our government 
was not as weak-kneed 
as is 
charged today. In those years,

no 
pay for 
weekly drills. Their pay was 
50c at the state camp which 
was raised to $30 a month 
when the Federal government 
took them over. 
Then came World War I.

Included were professional and 
businessmen who were over the 
draft age. They wanted to do 
their part. 
Committees were formed to 
sell Victory Bonds.

The 
pressure upon the individual 
was greater than ever exerted 
in any church or hospital build­ 
ing campaign.

As a general thing we are not in favor of us- 
*ing the editorial columns of a newspaper, local 
or otherwise, for the airing of personal griev­ 
ances.

Granted that some of our streets should 
be widened. 
But do we need four-lane thor­ 
oughfares at the expense of losing our tree* 
in the very heart of a residential area— the 
threat which already faces ps in the further 
widening of Bunton street? 
The mere wid­ 
ening and lighting of downtown streets will 
in no way stop the trend toward outlying 
shopping 
areas 
with 
adequate off-street 
parking. 
All that is needed on Bunton, Ev­ 
ergreen and other streets is sufficient room 
for cars to pass com fortably even when one 
side is used for parking or “standing” cars. 
There is really plenty of space for this type 
of widening without the sacrifice of trees. 
W’hat do we in term s of long-range thinking, 
really w ant? 
Widened, denuded streets lined 
with neon-lighted stores—or shaded avenues 
that will continue to soften a diversified archi­ 
tecture and give us green arches six months out 
of every year? Before further tree-slaughter is 
permitted in the name of progress, perhaps this 
is a time to remember that st has taken over 
seventy years to grow' these majestic elms.

High School Sites 


A letter to the Fence Post last week has rais­ 
ed several questions with respect to the coming 
vote to authorize the purchase of two additional 
high school sites. 
Certainly the people are en­ 
titled to answers, some of which were covered 
in the same issue of the paper, others in the same 
issue as the legal notice, July 17. In fact, one 
article announced specifically a public meeting 
on the subject for 8 p. rn. July 30, at Arlington 
High School. 
First as to the size of the one site. Tho 
actual size is 66 acres, the headline saying 
69, being an error on the part of the new s­ 
paper. 
The “more or less” phrase in the 
legal announcem ent Is simply a m atter of 
legal verbiage to avoid subsequent chal­ 
lenges of the bond issue on the grounds of a 
technicality. It is standard practice and has 
nothing to do with any confusion over what 
our high school district’s needs are. 
Taking up the w riter’s questions in order: 
1. District 214 now owns 19 acres on which 
Arlington high is located, 60 acres on 
which Prospect high is located, and slight­ 
ly under 40 acres on Hintz and Buffalo 
Grove roads. 
2. There is no space for building on the Arl­ 
ington site; in fact it is too small now. 
There is room for expansion on the Pros­ 
pect site if that is what the community 
really wants at the time additional build­ 
ing is needed. The present building was 
constructed for 2,500 students, a maximum 
desirable school agreed upon several years 
ago by the board of education and the 
Citizens Lay Advisory Committee which 
worked on the problem of building the 
Prospect school. The Buffalo Grove site 
was obviously intended for another school 
eventually. 
3. W hat little land is allotted in new? subdi­ 
visions by the subdividers is taken up by 
grade schools and parks. 
After all, it is 
the grade school and pre-school parent to 
whom the subdivider is appealing. 
Even 
here the amount of land is frequently so 
small that grade schools must horse-trade 
and combine rn order to get even a grade 
school site. 
4. There are no “tuition fees’* as such in 
the high school, or for that m atter in 
the public grade schools. 
Our fee paid 
in the fall is a rental for text hooks, 
tow els for physical education, student 
insurance, and the school newspaper. 
The yearbook is optional. 
Additional 
fees are required for m aterials in spe­ 
cial subjects such as shop and art. 
All 
of these are waived in the case of stu­ 
dents who cannot honestly afford them . 
To charge more would be contrary to 
the entire theory and practice of Am eri­ 
can public education. 
In fact. Article 
Eight of the Constitution of the State of 
Illinois says, “the General 
Assem bly 
shall provide a thorough and efficient 
system of free schools . . .,” even if they 
do not alw ays seem “frees” to us taxpay­ 
ers. 
5. Night school rates are set to provide the 
instructional and other out of pocket costs 
for operating the night school under a 
policy of the board to tncourage adult ed­ 
ucation and full use of the educational 
facilities. 
6. The board of education has always urged 
a large vote on issues which it presents. 
Paddock Publications has done a fine job 
of publicizing *uch referenda. 
Beyond 
that the means of communication in our 
community a^e few. 
There were news 
stories on the signing of both the options 
in question and an announcement that a 
referendum would be held. 
Some of the questions answered above are 
not really revelant to the broad issue "? long 
range planning in an area of rapidly expanding 
population, inflated land values, and declining 
open areas suitable for high schools. 
But, they 
were the questions asked. 
One more comment. 
In several places, the w riter indirectly raises the 
m atter of "classrooms” versus other areas that 
make up a school plant, tne implication being 
that all that is necessary is to add supposedly 
cheap “classrooms’’ to handle an unlimited num­ 
ber of students. 
Usually the target is “athletics.** I wish 
It were possible to get across tw o points: 
(I) Virtually all of the expense attributed 
to “athletics” is necessary for physical edu­ 
cation which Is a required subject, 200 min­ 
utes a week, in the State of Illinois, for girls 
as w ell as boys; and (2) much of the other 


arras sue has cafeteria, library, adm inistra­ 
tive offices, specialized education including 
such solidly academ ic subjects as physics, 
chem istry, and biology as well as shop and 
art have to be duplicated when adding just 
“classroom s.” 
These are m atters to be discussed in more 
detail in connection with any future building 
program. Let’s not lose sight of the main issue: * 
to purchase two pieces of land at a very small 
cost to the individual taxpayer in order to lay a 
ground work for orderly expansion of the school 
system and provide a degree of flexibility in that 
expansion which would be impossible without 
them.

The article reports that a person, not direct­ 
ly connected with the village, has deemed the 
reduction in sidewalk width as “stupid,” and de­ 
fined the theater as a recreational facility for 
children. 
It comes with poor grace to label the 
efforts and well considered plans of the public 
officials for the improvement of a community as 
“stupid.” 
Furtherm ore a theater is not a recreational 
^ facility for children but is a business project un­ 
dertaken for private gain like any other busi-; 
ness, and therefore is not entitled to any m ort 
consideration than any other private enterprise..

wheat, follow this program sug­ 
gested by throne: 
1. Clean up storage bins and all 
equipment 
used 
for 
handling 
grain. 
Also remove 
accum ula­ 
tions of old grain near bins. Stud­ 
ies show that 70 to 80 per cent of 
the infestations arise in wheat be­ 
cause insects are already in the 
bin when the new wheat is stored. 
2. Spray bins to kill insects that 
escape during the clean-up. Some 
insects, such as cadelle, bore into 
bin walls. 
Only sprays will suc­ 
cessfully elim inate them .

APPLY IM STS to grain in the 
combine hopper. But apply liquids 
to the grain stream as it is ele­ 
vated or augered into the grain 
bin. 
Liquid applications are by 
far the least expensive to use and 
the least objectionable to elevator 
operators.

equal to that of dusts. 
Both malathion and pyrethrins 
are effective as protective m ater­ 
ials. But m alathion is superior in 
controlling Indian m eal moth in­ 
festations. 
Fum igants can be applied ei­ 
ther as a single treatm ent in mid- 
August or as a double treatm ent 
thq last week in July and again in 
j mid-September.

F arm ers who have any m er­ 
cury-treated w'heat or oats left on 
their farm s should not put it with 
new' w'heat or oats and sell it, ac­ 
cording to L. F. Stice. University 
of Illinois grain m arketing spe­ 
cialist. 
Anyone who sells m er­ 
cury-treated grain in hulk and 
unlabeled is violating 
the 
state 
seed laws and can be fined up to 
$500 for each violation. 


THE LAW STATES that grains 
treated with chemicals that are 
harm ful to humans or 
anim als 
must be sold in sacks or bags and 
labeled unfit for livestock or hu­ 
man food. 
If the compound con­ 
tains m ercury or other toxic sub­ 
stances. the label m ust carry the 
word poison. 
Stice reports that every year a 
few' farm ers load some of their 
treated left-over seed w heat 
or 
oats on the truck with the 
new 
crop and send it to the elevator. 
Some of this seed goes undetected 
until it arrives at a flour mill or 
term inal m arket. When such feed 
is found, the entire shipm ent, box 
car or truckload is condemned 
and the grain 
dealer 
takes 
a 
heavy loss. 
He must either de­ 
stroy the grain or ship it 
to 
a 
scouring plant.

m ust be sold at a heavy discount.

ER SAID the rail r o a d 
lost S2.413.854 on its suburban 
passenger service in Illinois for 
the year ending last October 31. 
The new fare increase would 
affect about 16.000 daily passen­ 
gers on two’ lines — one west to 
Elgin and the other, north to Fox 
Lake and Walworth, Wis. 
The Elgin line serves Roselle, 
Itasca, Franklin Park and Elm­ 
wood Park. 
The line 
running 
north serves Morton Grove. Glen­ 
view, and Northbrook. Both lines 
serve stations in Chicago. 
Exceptions to Fuller's findings 
may be made by commuters or 
local governments within the next
